day period of forestry activity in 
Georgia, which begins with the an- 
nual meeting of the Georgia Forestry 
association at Dalton on April 22-23, 
it was announced by the association. ,

~ STATE TREASURER 


PRASED BY SLATE 


Georgia's governmental operations 
last year involved an expenditure of 
more than $26,800,000, of which ap- 
proximately $3,000,000 was furnished 
by the federal government, the an- 
nual report of W. J. Speer, state treas- 
urer, revealed Saturday. 

The aggregate receipts of the state 
for 1926, the largest in the history 
of the state, were $26,380,000, or 
approximately $6,000,000 more than 
those of the previous year. Part of 
this increase was due to the sale of 
rental warrants of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, state owned prop- 
erty, amounting to $3,169,395. The 
state closed the year with a treasury 
balance of $2,549,760.11 as against 
$2,352,206.19 the year previous. 

The bonded indebtedness of Georgia 
on December 31, last, was $5,084,202, 
the report showed. Of” this debt, 
$110,279.57 interest was due in Jan- 
uary, 1927, and $108,529.57 interest 
will be due next July. Bonds on de- 
posit in the treasury for security of 
state property and funds totalled $4,- 
774,350 at the close of the year. In 
this connection State Auditor Sam J. 
Slate’s commendation of the efficiency 
of the treasurer is included in the re- 
port. Mr. Slate in part said: “In 
justice to Treasurer Speer, and the 
remarkable fidelity with which he has 
handled the state’s deposits the fact 
should be recorded that with all the 
unrest and disturbance of banking 
conditions through 1926, the treasury 
has had -bonds to secure all deposits 
and the state has been protected in 
every instance. For this record Treas- 
urer Speer and his corps of assistants 
should be commended.” 

The heaviest receipts of state funds 
last year were in January, $4,028.- 
703.37 being received then, the report 
stated. ‘The lightest month for receipts 
was September when but $465,208.27 
came to the treasury. The heaviest 
disbursements were made in May, the 
total for that month being $4,499,- 
98S 58. The lowest disbursements 
were made in December, the amount 
being $1,012,668.59.

“Herbert Hoover, secretary of commerce, has evidenced his opinion 
of the value of distribution figures by making available fund: 
some preliminary work in cities scattered throughout the United States. 
Atlanta was chosen as the typical distribution center for the south and its 
business men have pledged their hearty cooperation in order t the work 
may be performed speedily and accurately. | 

“A published report, which will be available about July 1, 1927, 
indicate, among other things: 

“The city’s purchasing power as 
business performed at retail. 

“Business classifications will show how this purchasing power is 
divided according to different kinds of merchandise. 

“New sales outlets, retail and wholesale, will be revealed: and chan- 
nels through which goods are distributed in Atlanta will be shown. 

“Efficiency of sales persons in each of forty-eight kinds of business 
will be disclosed by figures on average sales per employee, 

“The importance of Atlanta as a distribution center for the surround- 
ing territory may be estimated. 

“In view of the strict confidence in which the reports are held by 
the sworn agents of the government and the immeasurable of the

BEST OF FEATHERWEIGHTS

Throughout the country last Thurs- 
day night, scores of young sports edi- 
tors scanned the contents of an Axsso- 
memated Press dispateh——and if 
info handy wastebaskets. 

The dispatch read: 

“San Francisco, April 12.—(/) 
Aurelia Herrera, 49, once ring 
idol in the featherweight division, 
died in a hospital here after a 
long illness.” 

Ilere and there a grizzled old news- 
pauper “pensioner” delved into his de- 
caying memory, dressed up the. brief 
item, .wrote a small head and utilized 
it asa “filler” in his columns. But old- 
timers are few and far between these 
days, so the passing of one of the 
greatest featherweight battlers in ring 
history received little or no comment. 

But in his day—and that day wasn’t 
so long ago—Aurelia Herrera, savage- 
visaged, ebony-thatched Mexican gladi- 
ator, loomed as the formidable menace 
that hovered between many an aspirant 
and the goal he sought——the feather- 
weight championship.

Herrera was more than a feather- 
weight threat. A few pounds more or

‘E known Tommy Martin 
for a long time, and I’ve 
known Elizabeth Graham 
longer than that. (They call 
Elizabeth Boots, but that’s 
an outrage to which I decline 

to subscribe. It’s better than Lizzie, 
of course, but that’s as far as I’m pre- 
pared to go.) I don’t pretend, of 
course, to understand either of them, 
but, at that, I probably know more 
about their affairs than any one else 
does, and what I do know seems to 
me to be illuminating. 

We middle-aged dotards who are 
limping along toward the second 
childhood of our forties get a pretty 
tough break from the younger gen- 
eration. The whole thing is grossly 
unfair. These kids have our numbers. 
hev understand us perfectly; the 
baffle us, and mystify us, ad 
can read us like big, clear print.

I’m Elizabeth’s godfather, I believe 

at least, I bought her a silver mug, 

eighteen or nineteen years ago, that 
she brings out, nowadays, with howls 
of glee, when she wants to torment 
me. She doesn’t respect me, of 
course; she’s much too wise for that. 
But she does seem to like me, and she 
talks more to me than she ever does 
to Bill Graham, or even Katharine, 
her mother, though she and Katharine 
get on pretty well, all things consid- 
ered. 

I can still remember, with great 
vivianess, the first time I ever saw 
Tommy Martin. It was four or five 
years ago, and I’d gone out, on a 
week day, to shoot some golf with a 
man at Crampton.

We 
have our own show places, and our 
rich people, but there is something 
mellow about them, and they don’t 
dominate the town—they don’t try 
to, or want to. Our golf course 1s 
perfectly adequate; I vastly prefer it 
to Crampton, with its traps filled with 
specially hauled sea sand and its six- 
hundred-yard holes. Ours is a friend- 
ly course that you can get the best of, 
sometimes, when you come to know 
it.

And it wasn’t dec- 
orated by Elsie de Wolfe, but by suc- 
cessive committees of women, out of 
ihe proceeds of special dances and en- 
tertainments, so that there is a com- 
fortable patch-work quality about the 
furniture that is restful to the eye. 

And‘ever since I’ve lived out there 
Renclair. has been over-run with kids. 
iThey’re a nuisance, sometimes, | ad- 
mit; they get underfoot week-ends, 
and they’d monopolize the tennis 
courts and the links if we’d let them. 
But we like them, and they tolerate 
us, and it’s all very pleasant.

| get around town quite a bit look- 
ing for work for my old woman, and 
I happen to know quite a few gentle- 
men who carry shooting pistols in 
their line of work, and if you should 
take their shooters away from them it 
would be a great deal like legal mur- 
der, as they would not be able to de- 
fend themselves. I mean that tt a 
party is going out to attend to a cer- 
tain matter like a pay roll or a chain 
store you cannot expect him to do 
so with a monkey wrench or a nut 
cracker, because some copper might 
wham him a couple with a shooter 
and he would be killed like a dog, 
without a chance for his life, and | 
do not believe that our government, 
which is supposed to protect the citi- 
zen, would care to do this. 

You also have to consider that 
there is a lawless element that ts al- 
ways stomping around doing unlaw- 
ful things, and I have heard of cases 
where a party would take care of a 
chain store, for instance, and would 
be going along minding his own busi- 
ness when some lawless character 
would come along with a shooter and 
take the party for a big roll of skins. 
Now I am no chump, and [ realize 
that the idea is to take the shooters 
awav from these violators of the law, 
but when a man takes his life into 
his hands attending to a jewelry store 
or a bank, and he ts going along the 
Street with 2,500 skins or 3,000 skins 
in his pocket, it is very exasperating 
to have a bullet shooter put on him 
in this way, because this is nothing 


but downright robbery, and I would 
be in favor of a crusade against such 
practices. 

It has been my _ observation that 
coppers are very narrow-minded, as a 
class, and I have known of Cases 
where they would wham a party with 
the utmost severity just because the

party had a shooter in his hand. Law 
and order are very fine things, and | 
like to read editorials on the subject 
but it does not seem to me that a 
copper should wham anybody until he 
is sure that the party intends to pistol 
him. If you have a fire at your place, 
it does not mean that you are short of 
ready cash; and if you go out for a 
walk on a Sunday morning, it does 
not mean that you are going to some 
church; just so, if you happen to have 
a bullet-shooter on you, it is no sign 
that you are going to get you a cop- 


per. 


I was talking to a party about this 
subject the other day, and he deplored 
the idea of having the coppers take 
steps, as he said a great deal of good 
was done with shooting pistols, and 
he told me about a case where they 
took care of a party and saved his 
old lady trom a life of poverty and 


loneliness. 

On the surface it may have appear- 
ed unlawful to do this, but the party 
was an exceedingly low character and 
made a practice of running around 
with a lot of kilts at night while his 
old lady sat home because she did not 
know anybody with any dough to run 
around with. 

The party was a bootlegger, but he 
had done some dishonest things, so 
they decided to take care of him, just 
in case he should want to be dishon- 
est again. But it appears that some 
coppers came along, and when they 


saw the man lying there that way and 
not living any more they began to 
ask a lot of questions. So, the up- 
shot of it was that my friend was 
housed up and after a while the state 
held a trial for him. 

Well, it seems that just before the 
trial began the editor of a paper hired 
the old lady to write her impressions 
about the custom of shooting people 
and its effect on home life. The old 
lady was not a very good-looking 
broad, and she had a nose like a tail- 
light and a mouth like a garage door, 
and after taking a look at her you 
could not blme the deceased for lam- 
ming around town with a spare. But 
the editor of the paper sent her to a 
place where they will put in a new 
sneezer for so much and take the 
plaits out of your dewlap for so much 
and tighten up your face by hauling 
the slack down inside your shirt ‘for 
so much, so when she got through 
She was so good-looking that you 
might have thought she was the de- 
fendant in the case. 

This lady did not have any experi- 
ence writing articles, but she must 
have had natural talent because she 
had an article in every day. Then she 
wrote a diary going back two or three 
years. And finally she wrote a novel 
about her life which ran in the paper 
during the last two months of the 
trial. It was surprising to find the old 
lady so literary, but | noticed that a 
great many ladies who figure in such 
matters are gifted in this way. 

After my friend “was acquitted the 
old lady went into vaudeville and 
later she retired because she could not 
stand the immoral life of the stage 
and furthermore, as she had made a 
great deal of dough, she wished to be 
alone with her sorrow. 


So it seems to me that the coppers 
Should take steps slowly regarding 
the practice of carrying shooting pis- 
tols. I have no doubt that. it is un- 
pleasant for nervous people to hear 
shooters popping off night and day, 
but I have always thought that every- 
thing happens for the best.

N OUR recent weekly considera- 

tion of Bridge situations, we have 
been noting cases of misplayed hands; 
and the difference 
between the results 
of casual and care- 
ful development. 
Today I am going 
to tell you the 
Story of a hand _l 
saw some years 
ago in a one-table 
game at a Phila- 
delphia club (1 only 
wish it had been played in Duplicate), 
in which the bidding determined the 
outcome. The cards were distributed 
as follows: 


I happened to be ss leeiaitiohiehas the 
play and was rather amused, after the 


hand had been passed out, to hear 
South (Dealer) deplore the fact that 
the hand had not been played, and 


asked North if he did not have a bid. 
When the cards were exposed, South 
severely criticized North for not bid- 
ding; although in those days four- 
card suits were not bid with anything 
like the freedom that they are today. 
The Third Hand appealed to me and 
my comment was that, while with his 
cards I would have bid one Diamond 
if Dealer or Second Hand, | should 
not have done so: as Third Hand. 
When the Dealer seemed disposed to 
continue the argument, I asked him 
why he had not assumed the burden 
of bidding. His answer was that he 
had not a four-card suit that he could 
bid, and no one had ever heard of 
bidding No Trump with only two suits 
stopped. 

As a matter of fact, there are com- 
paratively few hands with which a No 
Trump should be bid with only two 
Suits stopped, but with two short suits 
—both -Ace-King both Ace-Queen- 
Jack, one Ace-King and one Ace- 
Queen-Jack, or one either Ace-King 
or Ace-Queen-Jack and the other 
Ace-Queen-Ten, No Trump is justi- 
fied. There are han rith Ace-King- 
Queen in one suit and Ace-Jack-x in 
another, which should be bid No 
Trump, but they are more obvious; 
and of course neither of the strong 
Suits can contain more than three 
cards or a Suit-bid would be in order. 
The two-suit No Trump hand turns up 
infrequently because the player gen- 


erally will have a fourth card in one 
of the two strong suits. I once kept 
careful watch for a year, and during 
that entire time saw only one two- 
suit No Trumper inf actual play; but 
it is a type of hand which unquestion- 
ably should be bid when it turns up. 
The discussion of this bidding cre- 
ated such interest that the four hands 
were spread on the table, and an ex- 
amination was made to see what 
would have happened if South had 
bid No Trump. The result was quite 
obvious but before I state it, | want 
you to try it for yourself; sort and 
play the hand; fill in the following 
slip, and after that, read my answer. 


Answer Slip of April 17. 
In today’s hand, played at No 
Trump, West should lead the 


trick 2 2, and lead to trick 3 the. 
South as Declarer 
should win tricks. 

Now if you have made up your 
mind about the play and entered your 
way of playing the hand on the above 
slip, read on: 

The Five of Clubs would have been 
the first lead, and Dummy’s Queen 
would have won. Trick 2, Dummy 
would have led the Three of Hearts 
and Closed Hand would have made a 


successful double finesse, winning 
with the Ten. Trick 3, Closed Hand 
would have led the Two of Diamonds, 
which Dummy would have won with 
the Queen; trick 4 there would have 
been a second. successful Heart 
finesse. This would have been fol- 
lowed with a second round of Dia- 
monds, which would doubtless have 
been won in Dummy, and the Dia- 
mond suit cleared. In the lead of 
the Diamonds, the Declarer would 
have been careful to retain the Deuce 
or Trey in the Closed Hand, keeping 
the Four in the Dummy as an entry 
on the fourth round of Diamonds. 
When West won with the Ace of Dia- 
monds, he would of course lead an- 
other Club, taking out Dummy’s last 
Club. Dummy would then lead a 
Heart to see if his thirteenth Heart 
could be established, and would be 
successful. Closed Hand, winning 
with the Ace of Hearts, would next 
lead the Ace of Spades and then put 
Dummy in by leading a Diamond and 
winning in Dummy with the Four. 
Dummy would then’ cash his 
thirteenth Heart, on which Closed 
Hand would discard a small Club; and 
on trick 12 Dummy would lead the 
Jack of Spades. Closed Hand would 
finesse and make a Small Slam. 
Rather a remarkable result, without 
any unusual play, from a hand that 
had been deliberately thrown out.

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Things New and Old About The Bible

imme i “War is murder,’’ 
spoken before a large group of min- 
isters and lawyers, raised the objec- 
tions of some splendid gentlemen, 
which shows at least the necessity of 
an explanation. 

In the first place it is not a ques- 
tion of all past wars and the unquali- 
fied. condemnation of them. The 
above arraignment of war is a sim- 
ple recognition of the fact that in the 
progress of humanity we have reach- 


ed a stage when war has become a 


crime. We now condemn slavery, 
but there was a stage in the develop- 
ment of society when slavery was an 
act of mercy in sparing captives 
rather than killing them. The same 
type of man who now defends war Is 
the type who in a former day defend- 
ed duelling and polygamy, when the 
better conscience of mankind had out- 
lawed these evils. 

We are living today in the midst 
of inescapable international relation- 
ships, with an international conscious- 
ness which makes possible the settle- 
ment of all international questions at 
the bar of reason. 

We possess today a better under- 
standing of the emphasis which Jesws 
placed on the supreme worth of the 
individual, the principle of love, and 
the ideal of race solidarity. The fact 
is that the impress of Jesus was so 
powerful on the early church that for 
three centuries the church uncondi- 
tionally condemned war. 


In-the second place, the perversion 
of the sentence in question into an 
arraignment of ex-service men as 
murderers is nothing short of ab- 
surdity. In the late world war men 
were but victims of an iniquitous sys- 
tem. The deep blood stain of guilt 
is traceable to the blundering stupid- 
ity and criminal ambitions of possibly 
not more than a score of men who 
were directing the affairs of the na- 
tions. 

[| cannot conceive of a war spring- 
ing out of innocence. There would 
be the guilt of the useless and unjus- 
tifiable slaughter of human lives. The 
arraignment of war is in the interest 
of the men, the common soldiers who 
would bear the brunt of it, and any 
sensitiveness on their part in connec- 
tion with the condemnation of war is 
altogether misplaced. 

It is because of the slogan of these 
men in the late war, ‘‘fthe war to end 
war,”’ that we are to set ourselves 
against any attitude which fans the 
flames of war. 

There are men with their vested 
interests today, who are willing to 
crimson their souls with the blood of 
their fellowmen for the sake of 
profits. 

In the third place we are to realize 
that the double standard as applied 
to individuals and nations ts false. 

In primitive times punishment was 
left in the hands of the wronged in- 
dividual, but there came the day when 
he had to settle his differences with 
his adversary in court. 

We have reached the day when dif- 
ferences among nations must be set- 
tled by reason rather than violence, 
and a departure from this method is 
in reality murderous. 


Some of our confusion of theught 
arises out of effete theological ideas. 
We have some preachers among us 
who think that the methods of 
Joshua were as truly inspired as the 
principles of Jesus. The fact ts they 
are loyal to the militarism of Joshua 
rather than the peace program of 
Jesus. 

A defense of the war system in the 
light of Christ’s revelation of divine 


Fatherhood and human brotherhood 
is blasphemy. 

It is entirely true that the individual 
has the right of self-defense, even to 
the point of taking the life of a man 
who would destroy his life. But at 
the same time he must cultivate the 
spirit of peace and keep himself in 
the attitude of peace. 

Between pink pacifism and red 
militarism I do not have to choose, 
but the enlightened conscience of to- 
day is against settling national differ- 
ences with physical violence. 

There are those who are fond of 
applying the term sentimentalism to 
opponents of Prussian militarism, but 
I venture to affirm that the men to- 
day who are unwilling to apply the 
term “murder”? to those who would 
precipitate another war, have fallen 
into a sloppy sentimentalism. 

What is our situation today 2 

Lloyd George has said in effect that 
our danger was that as we were re- 
moved further from the awful hor- 
ror of the late war, we would begin 
to tone down its hideous guilt. We 
have now begun to trifle with the 
most tremendous tragedy of all time. 

We have military leaders who 
would make compulsory in our 
schools and colleges a system of mili- 
tarism for which we gave Germany 
the most condemnation in 
1914. 

A college president says: ‘The 
hattle for war is being fought today 
in our schools and colleges. The war 
department through government ap- 
propriations has millions of dollars at 
its disposal to build the war spirit in 
the mind of our youth.” 

Dr. S. P. Cadman, president of the 
Federal Council of Churches in an ad- 
dress in Brooklyn, which was inter- 
rupted by some reserve officers, said, 
“In brief, take the war department 
out of the peblic schools of the United 
States and keep it out. It is unwise 
and in the real sense, unpatriotic to 
introduce in these schools the very 
things we denounced so bitterly in our 
adversaries in the late war. Making 
military training compulsory by col- 
lege edicts, refusing academic degrees 
to students on any other ground than 
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academic unfitness, creating the 
vicious atmosphere of villification 
around those students who refuse mil- 
itary training as coward and poltroon, 
is about as un-American a procedure 
aS I know. It is entirely adverse to 
the spirit of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. We have .refused com- 
pulsory training. for ourselves; why 
should it be forced on our-sons as 
part of the price of their education? ”’ 

Dr. Frederick Lynch writes: 

“! think that if Christians bring an- 
other 1914 upon the world, it will be 
hard for anyone to believe that their 
doctrines are anything but arid imag- 
inings. Only Christ will remain the 
adored:and lovely one to the Quakers 
and a few others.” 

The warfare of the future which 
demands far more courage than mili- 
tary warfare is the war against war. 

To oppose the selfish interests 
which sponsor the war system is to 
encounter an opposition as fierce as 
that which brought Jesus to the cross. 

Before the coming of Christ an 
angel announced his incarnation and 
another angel announced the pro- 
gram of the incarnate Christ as peace 
on earth. It is a curious spectacle of 
orthodoxy which believes the message 
of the first angel and_ practically 
scoffs at the message of the second 
angel, 

It is passing strange that we have 
preachers even who are in accord 
with the United States senator who 
cries, “Your miracle of peace on earth 
is impossible, I will not believe it,”’ 
and who throttles the world court in 
a Senate committee. 

A man may swallow in_ totality 
every word of the Apostles Creed, the 
Westminster Confession of Faith and 
the Methodist Articles of Faith but if 
he is a stand-pat militarist he is an 
outbroken and dangerous heretic. 

Between the position of Dr. S. P. 
Cadman in his denunciation of war 
and the position of Dr. John Rodch 
Stratton with his notion that there can 
be no peace on earth until Jesus sets 
up his physical kingdom, any man 
who has not an incurable softening of 
the theological brain can but choose 
the former position.

Color Instructions 


This is an Oriental picture and in the Orient 
the sun shines brightly and where the sun shines 
brightly you usually have a riot of color. Unless 
the sun has burned all the color out of the land- 


scape, but that is hardly the case in northern 
Atrica. 

First of all, make the side of the towers 
turned away from the light pitch black. I have 
indicated the blackness by little lines. You will 
see that this first operation makes them stand out 
much clearer. 

Then decide upon a color contrast for the 
minarets and for the sky. If you make the 
minarets yellow, you can’t use yellow for the sky. 
And your choice of coloring for the minarets is 
rather restricted for you would hardly expect 
people to paint such high towers a solid or blue. 
Personally I would leave them entirely white. 
That would make the black shadows stand out 
much clearer and then you could make the sky 
yellow and you would have a nice color contrast. 

As for the palm trees, you will have to make 
them green for unless you are as great an artist 
as Turner or Van Gogh, you had better not ex- 
periment with purple and burnt sienna shrubbery. 

And that gives you a green border which 
runs entirely across the picture and allows you to 
make the domes of the houses yellow like the 
sky, or if you think that a little too monotonous, 
to make them brown.

They come in as many forms and 
shapes and varieties as our own church 
towers and as the Mohammedans hap- 
pen to live in countries that are little 
affected by earthquakes some of these 
minarets have been able to hold them- 
Selves upright for as much as twelve 
centuries.
